The prevailing conviction appears to be
that this advance will not occur It the
Bank of England can maintain the pres-
ent status quo that is to say It it is
permitted to get without extreme compe-
tition the new gold constantly arriving
from the Transvaal and is also subjected-
to no further exterior strain in the drain
upon Its money supplies

But fear seems to be felt London
that an extended movement for the rise
in stocks In this market by the end of
the year may entail such high money
rates here as to interfere with the remit-
tance of money to London now going on
and thus force the directors of the Bank
cf England to steps more drastic than
they have yet taken for the purpose o
building up the depleted reserve of their
institution Toward the close of the

The average man is astounded to team
the many sources of alcohol which com-
prise starch or sugar producing plants
arrowroots artichokes bananas harley
cassava corn potatoes rice rye

sweet potatoes Indian cornstalks
wood pulp sawdust sorghum and others

The difference and distinction between
denatured or industrial alcohol and the
potable product is clearly defined The
least technical definition of alcohol which
may be given according to the report Is

that particular product whidh Is obtain-
ed by the fermentation of a sugar or a
starch converted into a sugar and which
from a chemical point of view is a com-
pound of the hypothetical substance
ethyl with water or with that part of
water remaining after the separation of
one of the atoms of hydrogen The three
eJeweatary substances in alcohol are car-
bon hydrogen and oxygen

The reports are further embellished
with numerous illustrations one showing
a mowing machine propelled by an alco-
hol motor and another displaying the
adaptation of an alcohol motor to a reap
er and binder
